U.S. Slaps Fine on Cotton 
Grown to Attract Tourists 


CUBA. Ala. Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Joe B. Killian planted 16 rows 
of cotton to draw tourists to 
his service station and souve- 
nir stand. 

Now it has drawn the eyes 
of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, and Killian is 
‘in a first class dispute with the 
Government. Agents of the 
agriculture department say he 
‘owes a fine -of $6.37 for plant- 
‘ing the crop without a Govern- 
ment cotton allotment. 


The Government sepresente- 


tives estimated the patch would 
vield 36 pounds of cotton. They 
told Killian he owed a $6.37 
penalty. 

“They can't understand that 
I want to grow cotton just to 
give away to tourists,” Killian 
said yesterday 

He wrote Secretary of Agri- 
culture Ezra Taft Benson, giv- 
ing his side of the controversy. 
The letter was referred back 
to the local cotton office at 
nearby Livingston, which now 
has the dispute urder ¢oansadere- 
tior.

The Navy meanwhile {fs flv- 
ing the Fury only on controlled 
test operations to gather data 
for the studies. Two Squad- 
rons of Furies are based at the 
nearby Oceana naval air station. 
About 15 per cent of them are 
taking part in the tests. Fury 
engines are being modified 
there and elsewhere to com- 
pensate for overheating and 
problems resulting from it 
One of the measures taken is 
the rerouting of the airflow. 

Suspension of the Fury’s reg- 
ular operations was effected 
about two weeks ago. It fol- 
lowed the detection of trouble 
among Furies deployed in the 
Mediterranean with the carriers 
Lake Champlain and Intrepid 

This trouble was attributable 
in part, the spokesman said, to 
the jet fuel mix used. The mix 
was made up of aviation gas 
a type fuel used by propeller- 
driven aircraft—and fuel oil

King-Thompson Penalties. 

Under the King-Thompson 
Act, a penalty of $10,000 a day 
may be assessed against a utili- 
ty union for each day it con- 
tinues a strike after the Gov- 
'ernor has seized the utility and 
ordered a resumption of serv- 
ice. Union officers are subject 
| to a penalty of $1000 if they 
| participate in calling, 
or supporting such a strike. 

Both penalties must be recov- 
ered in a civil suit. Union mem- 
bers who participate in tie 
strike are deprived of their 
seniority but there is no money 
penalty against them. 

None of the penalty provi- 
sions of the act has been used 
since the law was passed in 
1947, although there have been 
many seizures of public utilities 
in that period. 

Meanwhile, numerous St. 
Louisans who usually ride 
busses or street cars to work 
drove their automobiles instead.

Vasily V. Kuznetsov, leader of 
the Russian delegation and first 
first deputy foreign minister of 
the Soviet Union, said that the 
agency ‘“‘should submit progress 
reports to the Security Council 
and the General Assembly.” 

A resolution sponsored by 
the United States and mem- 
bers of the British Common- 
wealth specifically sets forth 
that the atomic agency should 
be related to the U.N. in the 
sense of a specialized agency 
but directly avoids placing it 


under the Security Council 
where the *%ig nations have 
veto power.

Around One Man 


The vast extent to which the Administration 
in Washington centers about one man—Dwight 
D. Eisenhower—is demonstrated in news from 
Denver, from New York and from Miami. 

Denver produced two important pieces of 
weekend news. The first was that President 
Eisenhower probably will not be able to return 
to Washington for work in his White House of- 
fices, even if all goes well with his recovery, 
until the first of next year. The second was that 
Vice President Nixon has postponed his pro- 
jected goodwill tour to the Middle East in Novem- 
ber in order to assist in Washington while Mr. 
Eisenhower convalesces in Colorado. 

The statement by the President’s physicians 
that he is not likely to get to Washington for 
the next two and a half months is probably all 
to the good in the long run. Doubtless the coun- 
try generally will accept it as a wise precaution. 
If it slows down the second-term tub thumpers 
who seem to be interested in Mr. Eisenhower 
almost exclusively as a name on the ballot then 
so much the better. Apparently the President 
needs more protection against them than against 
any other one element just now. 

It ought to be obvious to all but the most 
calloused politicians that whatever energy Mr. 
Eisenhower can devote. to the work of the presi- 
dency must go to really important matters that 
are pressing now. He certainly has neither time 
nor energy for unnecessary if not irrelevant sub- 
jects. Surely the doctors and members of the 
President's family have spared him even men- 
tion, before he is out of danger, of the thought- 
less, inhuman campaign to run him again. 

New York’s news was a third severe Monday 
break in the stock market. The Dow-Jones aver- 
age of 30 industrials was down 13.27 points and 
that was the worst fall since the first day of trad- 
ing after the President’s heart attack. Du Pont, 
which only a few weeks ago was in the 240s, 
dropped nearly 10 points to 20214. Steels dropped 
sharply, too, notwithstanding an estimate by the 
American Iron & Steel Institute that steel pro- 
duction this week would be the greatest in the 
industry's history, 2,350,000 tons. 

The explanation for these continuing falls is 
the President's illness. But this can hardly be 
the only cause. The prospect now is that Mr 
Eisenhower will slowly recover and complete 
his term without substantial change in policy. 

Since the prospect is that Mr. Eisenhower will 
be able to fulfill the major duties of his office 
for the remainder of his term, the stock market 
drops must have still other causes besides imme- 
diate unsettlement. 

Are the owners of American business begin- 
ning to say in effect that they do not expect the 
Republican tenure to last beyond January, 1957? 
Are they saying that the prices of stocks had got- 
ten much too high and that they were merely 
waiting for an opportunity to cash in on their 
speculative profits? Or are they saying both? 

If the stock market has been unduly inflated 
then here is a problem for Treasury Secretary 
Humphrey and other Administration officials 
responsible for the application of economic 
brakes. 

As for the news from Miami, it suggested the 
extent to which Secretary of State Dulles is now 
taking his foreign policy lead from the course 
set by Mr. Eisenhower at Geneva and before. 
The necessity for remaining defensively strong, 
the advocacy and application of firm moral prin- 
ciples and the development of a world opinion 


for peace—all these are outstanding Eisenhower 


precepts. Mr. Dulles used the words “new look”

In general the Dulles address was reasonable 


enough to be one of the President's own appeals 


to the conscience of the world. Everyone may 
hope that the Secretary of State will go back to 
Geneva a week from now seeking to achieve as

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Outline for Geneva 

While German reunification will be one of the 
chief points stressed by the Big Four foreign 
ministers when they meet with the Russians at 
Geneva Oct. 27, British Foreign Secretary 
Harold Macmillan has aroused hope that the fu- 
ture of Germany may not prove as big a stum- 
bling block as had been feared. 

Back from the recent New York meeting with 
French and American authorities, he told the 
Conservative party conference that the West is 
prepared to negotiate a European security pact, 
and that it is ready for Russian amendments. 

This treaty, he said, would offer Russia “full 
protection” against a united Germany, whether 
that country joins the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization or “prefers to remain neutral.” 
While Western statesmen have said that a united 
Germany would have a free choice about part- 
nership in NATO, that choice seemed a foregone 
conclusion. Now Mr. Macmillan’s direct mention 
of possible neutrality introduces a new flexibili- 
ty into the Western attitude. 

Is this suggestion the answer to Russian state- 
ments that the non-aggression pact proposed 
earlier by Sir Anthony Eden would not be suffi- 
cient to reassure the Kremlin? Or is it intended 
merely to put the blame for failure at Geneva, 
if failure there is to be, more squarely on the 
Soviet Union? ‘ 

Cautious words about a gradual withdrawal 
of Western and Russian forces from Germany 
suggest that Mr. Macmillan does hope for a 
modest start toward a European settlement. His 
proposal does not repudiate German rearma- 
ment. 

Mr. Macmillan's readiness to consider Russian 
proposals could provide a basis for effective ne- 
gotiation at Geneva, instead of having all par- 
ties stick te predetermined positions. Since he 
feels that atomic and hydrogen weapons—eventu- 
ally to be controlled, as he hopes, by interna- 


tional inspection—put a major war beyond rea- 
son, he believes that lesser questions, even that 
of Germany, should yield to negotiation. 

This is a sane view, and it is to be hoped that 


the Russians will match it with equal sanity, . 


That would be the best possible hope that far 
from being a mere diplomatic maneuver, the 
“spirt of Geneva” is a valid expression of the 
aspiration of Moscow as well as of the West. 
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King-Thompson Law in Force 


Gov. Donnelly acted with remarkable dispatch 
in the overnight strike voted unanimously by 
the employes of the St. Louis Public Service 
Company.

The requirements of the 80,000 square 
miles which the TVA provides with 
electricity are mounting by some 12 
per cent each year. The river cannot 
supply them. Steam generators are nec- 
essary to meet the shortage. Who shall 
build them, with what funds from what 
sources? 

There could hardly be a sharper con- 
trast than between the economic-polit- 
ical atmosphere in which TVA started 
and that of today. In 1933, business 
in general was in the dog house, and 
among utility companies the disastrous 
course from Insull to injury was a 
vivid memory. 

In 1953, business is in the White House, 
and the principle that what can be 
done by private enterprise should not 
be done by Government has good public 
relations. 


TVA Pays Its Own Wav 


In 1933, the Federal Government was 
providing work relief for the unem- 
ployed in all parts of the country. In 
1953, a major political objective is to 
contract the sphere of government and 
hold down the national debt by han- 
diing as many capital expenditures as 
possible outside the federal budget. 

So far, the TVA has been financed 
by congressional appropriations, by a 
small amount of bonds, and from its 
own earnings above its repayments to 
the Treasury: Congress required all 
funds invested in power facilities to be 
reimbursed over 40 years, and repay- 
ments are ahead of schedule. 

Twice before, in 1938 and 1948, the 
TVA encountered opposition to expan- 
sion, in Congress, only to see it disap- 
pear for increased defense production. 
But the third round has been different. 

For the first time the opposition 
speaks through the executive branch of 
the Government. President Eisenhower's 
reference to the TVA as “creeping So- 
cialism,” even though modified by sub- 
sequent commendation, was taken as «

when they complained about the unfair 
competition of TVA’s cheap electricity 

Out of the fresh approach came the 
Dixon-Yates contract, under which two 


private power companies were to de- 
liver steam-generated electricity to the 
TVA to enable it, indirectly, to meet 


the growing needs of the AEC 

The new policy was opposed by the 
people of the valley, the Democrats in 
Congress and the authority itself: the 
objections were to the general principle 
of the contract, to its cost and to the 
way it had been negotiated 

The controversy is sure to be kept 
alive for use in the 1956 campaign 


A ‘Two-Year Loss of Time 


Meanwhile, President Eisenhower 
bowed to the storm and cancelled the 
contract inJuly. Thus nearly two years 
have been wasted without any new elec- 
tricity capacity being started in the area. 

This loss of time is serious: all kinds 
of uses are expanding. In 1954 the TVA 
sold 12,100,000,000 kilowatt hours to 
the 148 municipal and co-operative agen- 
cies which distribute its electricity at 
the retail level 

Some 7.100.000.000 kilowatt 
went directly from TVA as wholesaler 
to about two. dozen large industrial 
plants producing metals and chemicals 
of military importance. 

Largest of all are the rapidly rising 
requirements of the Government's own 
agencies in the area—defense installa- 
tions, including an Air Force wind tun- 
nel, and two major atomic plants at Oak 
Ridge and Paducah 


hours 


By the end of 1956, when output Is 
scheduled to reach 60 billion kilowatt 
hours, about half—more power than is 


sold in any but three of the 48 states 
is expected to be needed for atomic 
and military installations alone 

TVA engineers estimate that between 
$120,000,000 and $150,000,000 worth of 
new construction annually will be re- 
quired to keep pace with foreseeable 
demand. Perhaps as much as half of 
this might be paid for from retained 
earnings. The rest, if it is to be built, 
will have to be financed by either the 
investing or the taxpaying public 

Attention is now concentrated on the 
TVA's own recommendations for new 
legislation. These would permit it to 
sell, either to private investors or the 
Treasury, interest-bearing bonds secured 
by its revenues, not by the Government. 


Valley Is Still Power-Hungry 


Even if such a bill can be pushed 
through Congress ahead of the fire- 
works of an election year, the first pos- 
sible moment at which the TVA can 
expect new spending authority is April 
1956: counting construction time, that 
means capacity service only in 1958; 
1957's requirements would have to be 
patched by makeshifts. 

Pessimists in the valley say that here 
is the real Republican policy: If the 
present incoming tide of industrializa- 
tion begins to by-pass the valley for 
those parts of the region served by pri- 
vate utilities because they alone can 
promise additional electricity, then the 
TVA's popularity would decline. 

Already it is no longer regarded as 
an obligatory show-piece in Washington; 
when Premier U Nu visited the area, he 
did so on his own initiative. 

One thing is certain: The valley that 
was power-hungry in 1933 is today a 
very different valley, but it is power- 
hungry still.

There are no “heavies” in Miss Holt's 
novel, yet struggles aplenty ensue. We 
are introduced to our greatest adver- 
sary—life itself, the cumulative opposi- 
tion of convention which vastly out- 
weighs that of any one individual. We 
witness blockades laid by circumstance 
rather than by men. Each character 
seeks to surmount his own environmen- 
tal obstacles. This causes them to travel 
in different directions and brings them 
to cross-purposes with each other. 

But the critical battle is that of con- 
vention against impulse, public restraint 
against private passion, the traditional, 
controlled and approved against the 
wild, impulsive and irresponsible. After 
the smoke of battle clears, the author 
declares one side the victor. 

In an era when fictional gunplay, 
swordplay and sexplay are in vogue, 
“Midpoint” proves that a topnotch novel 
can be written without these elements. 
Miss Holt has taken a plot which might 
have been used in a Woman's Home 
Companion short story or an Elaine 
Carrington radio serial and given it the 
breath of life.

tively. Texas Christian, U.C.L.A, 
and Wisconsin filled the rank- 
ings from sixth to eighth, each 
advancing one place over the 
previous week. 

Caught up With Army. 

In all its long and impressive 
football history, Michigan had 
one jinx. The Wolverines had 
not beaten Army in five previ- 
ous meetings dating back to the 
Blanchard-Davis team of 1945. 
Michigan avenged that with a 
26-2 romp at Ann Arbor last 
Saturday. The Wolverines, who 
earlier had defeated Missouri 
and Michigan State, now return 


‘to a Big Ten schedule that pits | 


them against Northwestern, Min- 
nesota, lowa, Illinois, Indiana 
and Ohio State. 

Maryland, which breezed to 
its fourth straight victory by 
whipping Wake Forest, 28-7, at- 
tracted seven first-place votes 
and a total of 260 points. Notre 
Dame was the No. 1 choice of 
three coaches, Navy had two 
first-place votes, and Oklahoma, 
Georgia Tech and Wisconsin one 
each. 

With points awarded on a 10- 
9-8-7-6-5-4-3-2-1 basis for votes 
from first to 10th place, here

bers of the Senate, he can have considerable power behind the 
scenes. Because the Senate has a president pro tempore to take 
the chair in his absence, the Vice President does not have to 
attend the sessions of the Senate continuously. Thus, he may | 
devote part of his time to private meetings, conferences and 
other valuable contacts with leaders and committeemen. 


A good deal of the Vice President's functions are social and | 


ceremonial. Very often he acts as a substitute for the President |. 


in opening an exposition, dedicating a monument, or in cutting | 
the ribbon to open a new bridge to traffic. Outranking. foreign 
ambassadors, he is almost always the most important guest at a 
dinner or other social functions. Socially, the Vice President 


_takes precedence over all other officers of the government except | 
the President. I never cared too much for this aspect of my job 


as Vice President. 


The Vice President is not an officer of the Executive Branch 
of the government and, therefore, does nut attend Cabinet 
sessions except at the invitation of the President. The history of 
the office shows that the Vice President has rarely been used for 
executive work except where his relations with the President 
were unusually intimate. I was fortunate to attend the few 
Cabinet’ meetings that were held between January and March, 
to report legislative conditions to the President. I also attended 
all meetings of the “Big Four” when they called on the President. 


The great importance of the office of Vice President, of | 


course, lies in the possibility of his succeeding to the Presidency. 
So far in the history of the United States, Presidents have been 
removed from -offic® only by death. On these occasions, the 
Vice President has taken the oath of office immediately on noti- 
fication of the death of the President. 

The Constitution provides that the powers and duties of the 
office of President “shall devolve upon the Vice President” in 
case of the removal from office of the President, his resignation 
or his inability to discharge his powers and duties. Johnson 
was in danger of removal by impeachment, and Washington and 
Wilson were said to have thought of resigning, but the issue of 
succession under such circumstances has never come up. There 
were a number of unanswered questions concerning Presidential 
succession. I turned my attention to these shortly after I became 
President myself. 

It has always been my feeling that this office, which is the 
second highest honor that can be bestowed by the American 
people, has great inherent and potential dignity that has been 
sadly neglected. The opportunities afforded by the Vice Presi- 
dency, particularly the Presidency of the Senate, do not come— 
they are there to be seized. The man who fills the office can 
choose to do little or he can do much. The Vice President's 
influence on legislation depends on his personality and his 
ability, and especially the respect which he commands from the 
Senators. Here is one instance in which it is the man who 
makes the office, not the office the man. 

Ordinarily a Vice President has four vears to develop these 
opportunities. I had less than three months. After April 12 
1945, I never again had the time even to speculate on what I 
might have been able to do with the office of Vice President 
I no longer found myself amid the familiar Surroundings of 
Capitol Hill.

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| BUILDERS AND MORTGAGE MONEY 


, By Sam Dawson—— 
NEW YORK, Oct. 11 (AP). 

IGHT MONEY is slowing down some phases of the business 

boom. And some of those being pinched — such as home 

builders — are complaining. 

But in other sections of the boom—such 4s retail sales— 
the effect of a tighter credit isn’t as yet appar- 
ent. Consumer credit continues its steady rise, 
according to latest figures, and instalment debt 
stands at record levels. 

Business men are paying the most for loans 
from New York banks since the postwar peak 
of September 1953. The Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York reports average rates here rose 
sharply in the first half of September to 3.48 
per cent. This is a result of the firmer money 
policy of the Federal Reserve system. 

As interest rates rise, the prices of United - 
States Government securities fall. Banks often 
sell such securities to get money for loans to business. But if 
they sell them now they must take a loss—and that makes them 
look twice at a business man’s application for a loan. 

THE RAPID RISE OF HOME MORTGAGES to record levels 
caused the Government to tighten up a little on mortgage terms. 
Builders report -that the tighter credit is now taking hold. Home 
building contract volume was cut back in September to a point 
6 per cent below the total for September 1954, F. W. Dodge 
Corp., construction specialists, report today. It was the first 
time since December 1953 that their monthly figures failed to 
show a gain over the corresponding month of the year before.

— | There’s usually a lag of one to two months between contract 


awards and the start of construction. The building agency looks 
for home starts to taper off the rest of this year. 

THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT APPARENTLY is attaining 
its objective of an “inflation free” level of new home building 
‘of between 1,200,000 and 1,300,090 new homes a year, Norman 
Strunk, executive vice president of the United States Savings 
and Loan League, says today. He tells the convention of the 
Illinois Savings and Loan League, held in St. Louis: “Inflationary 
pressures in housing have begun to ease, and the rate of building 
is leveling off.” But he thinks the Government will move swiftly 
if home construction drops very far, and we may “have a switch 
back to easier money by early next year.” Many builders, how- 
ever, are complaining right now about the shortage of mortgage 
money. In a number of cities, they report, plans for future 
home building are being shelved. 

DR. ARTHUR F. BURNS, THE CHAIRMAN of the Presi- 
dent's council of economic advisers, expressed general satisfac- 
tion with the way credit restraints have worked out so far. “The 
best way to fight a recession is to prevent it from occurring in 
the first place,” This is the reasoning behind the 
Administration's moves to tighten up on money and credit—to 
keep the boom from becoming a runaway, followed by a crash. 

BANKERS AND BUILDERS AND LOCAL governments 
desiring to float bond issues for improvements may be feeling 
the credit restraint and the high interest rates and the tight 
money supply. But the ordinary citizen hasn't felt it much yet. 
Instalment debts took one of the sharpest monthly increases on 
record in August, the last month for which they are officially 
reported. And new home mortgages this summer rose 22 per 
cent above the year ago level.

—The Army said last night it 
has virtually completed a 
change of mission for 25 re- 
serve divisions and plans to re- 
| Organize many smaller units to 
meet conditions of the atomic 
| age. 

| Secretary of the Army Wil- 
ber Brucker said that “only 
| those reserve units that will be 
| required in the early stages of 
|mobilization are in the new 
| Army reserve troop list.” 

_ Brucker’s deputy assistant for 
‘Manpower and reserve forces, 
Franklin Orth, told a new®’ con- 
ference that the reorganization 
was started early this year. 
Under the plan, 10 of the 25 
reserve divisions have been 
_designated combat units which 
should be ready to fight within 
six months of the start of a 
war. These divisions will be 
built up, by voluntary means if 
possible, from their present 
average strength of about 3300 
to around 14,000 officers and 
men. 

Twelve reserve divisions have 
been assigned the primary mis- 
sion of training replacements 
that would be needed in the 
early days of hostilities, and 
three divisions have been re- 
designated as maneuver area 
commands. These commands 
will specialize in conducting 
large-scale military training op- 
erations. 

Among those divisions desig- 
nated as combat units is the 
102nd Division of Missouri and 
Illinois.

VERY COUNTRY has one 
for more typical recipes for 

the small cakes that we call 
cookies. Many of these recipes 
are almost identical in their 
ingredients. 

Of course some of them have 
become traditional, and are 
handed down from generation 
to generation as too valuable to 
be given to anyone outside the 
family. As I scan my many 
cookbooks. 1 am _ constantly 
struck by the fact that recipes 
of various nationalities have so 
much in common. To all of us, 
however, who enjoy the special 
cookies made for holidays or 
special occasions there is a cer- 
tain individuality furnished by 
the names given to these sweet- 
meats.

IN THE OLD-FASHIONED 
traditional recipes we find a 
comparatively large amount of 
shortening used. This was com- 
mon before baking powder was 
available. Even soda, that with 
sour milk furnishes leavening, 
was not then in use. Some of 
these recipes retain their orig- 
inal form, but many have been 
adapted to the increased use of 
leavening, although they are 
still known by their original 
names. 

Practically every country has 
a “spritz,” literally, “spurted 
out of a press.” The dough can 
of course be broken off and 
pressed onto a baking sheet 
with the fingers. These may 
be known as Russian, Swedish, 
German, Italian, Danish, or 
even English specialties. They 
are identified by a variety of 
flavorings and shapes.

SPRITZ COOKIES 
One cup soft butter; two- 
third cup sugar; three egg 
yolks: one teaspoon flavoring 
(almond or vanilla) or four 
tablespoons grated almonds; 
two and one-half cups sifted 


flour. 
Cream butter and sugar 
together until fluffy. Stir in 


egg yolks and flavoring. Work 
in flour with the hands. Force 
dough through cooky press in 
any desired shape. Bake in a 
moderate hot oven (400 degree 
F.) seven to 10 minutes.

Preventing Troubles from Frost. 

EOPLE who live in the hot 
P ctimates are bothered by in- 

sects, heat, snakes, flesh eat- 
ing fish, and too much rain. 
People who live in cold climates 
are bothered by high taxes and 
frost. 

Frost is a real trouble maker 
because it can get into a very 
small crack when it’s still mois- 
ture. Then, when it gets cold 
it turns to frost and expands. 
When it expands something has 
to give. Each winter things give 
a little more and pretty soon 
you've got a big crack that can 
cause real trouble. 

Frost can cause trouble at al- 
most any point but one of the 
worst is around masonry where 
a small crack develops around 
the mortar joint. Mortar often 
shrinks a little on hardening 
and this leaves a good spot for 
frost to enter. There are several 
ways to treat these small cracks 
so they won't cause trouble. 
One is to coat over them with 
a waterproofing compound. An- 
other is to paint the surface 
and a third is to cut out the 
crack and pack it with mortar. 
If you don't care about appear- 
ance,.the cracks can also be 
filled with caulking compound. 

Cracks in drives, walks and 
terraces should be patched with 
mortar before cold weather sets 
in to avoid trouble. Cut them 
out, wet down the sides and

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pack in mortar. Points where 
masonry surfaces join other 
masonry or wood should be 
filled with caulking compound 
or tar. Either one provides a 
means for allowing expansion 
and contraction of the two ma- 
terials and yet will maintain a 
waterproof and frost proof 
joint. 

Frost is great for getting in 
under the metal flashing where 
the roof joins the chimney and 
for this reason it’s important 
that the flashing be tight and 
protected at seams and eds 
with roofing cement.

‘My Six Years in Red China’ 


Out of Jail, Under House Arrest 


Bishop and Priest Start Raising Rabbits and Chickens to Provide for Their Own Needs

This is the third article in 
a series in which a Maryknoll 
Missioner, expelled from Red 
China last June, tells what he 
saw and experienced after the 
Communists took over in the 
Wuchow area of South China 
in 1949.

FTER the prison death of 
Dr. William Wallace, of the 
Southern Baptist Hospital, 


the attitude of the Red prison - 
officials changed toward Father. 


Quentin Kennedy, Sister Rosalia 
and myself. The publicity given 
to the doctor's death was a 
black mark for them. 

The Reds put on a big show 
when they took us back to the 
Wuchow side of the river to the 
newly renovated House of De- 
tention. Not only were our 
arms tied, but we were bound 
around the neck very securely 
with a special knot the Chinese 
tie which makes it difficult to 
move. Each time we moved, 
the knot became tighter. It was 
all the more difficult because 
we had to carry our bedding 
and slop buckets. 

Each of us had two guards 
on either side—twg with rifles, 
and two officers with drawn 
pistols. Crowds were gathered 
along the way, and the people 


seemed quite excited to see the 


foreigners 
fashion. 


bound up in this 
But no one made any 
comment. When we reached 
the prison, our necks were 
chafed and we were having dif- 
ficulty breathing. 

In the House of Detention 
the Reds had installed a loud 
speaker system. This was 
turned on and a tremendous ti- 
rade was delivered to stir up 
the people against Americans. 
Other loudspeakers throughout 
the city carried out the same 
harangue. It had no effect on 
the Chinese prisoners toward 
us. Our fellow prisoners made 
it as evident as possible that 
they put no stock in the denun- 
ciations. 

I soon came to the conclu- 
sion that as far as the adults 
were concerned the effects of 
Communism were rather super- 
ficial. In the school the propa- 
ganda was more effective. There 
everything is interpreted on a 
patriotic basis. Love of coun- 
try and love of Mao Tse-tung 
has an appeal to the youngsters. 
But those over 25 years of age 
seem reluctant to accept propa- 
ganda. 

After five months in prison, 
I was suddenly released and 
allowed to return to my house. 
I was surprised at the recep- 
tion I received. .I thought that 
the people would not want to be 
seen near me, or found talking 
to me. But as soon as the 
Christians heard I was back, 
they began coming in small 
groups to ask for my blessing. 

They told me how they 
prayed daily for our release, 
and that we would be allowed 
to stay and continue our work. 
I noticed that the persecution 
had only deepened their faith. 

During the next three years 
I lived alone with a Chinese 
priest. One by one the Mary- 
knoll Missioners were arrested 
or put under house detention. 
“House arrest” was often more 
wearing on them than being 
carted off to prison. Imprison- 
ment ended the long uncer- 
tainty of what was gbding to 
happen. 

The expulsion of priests and 
sisters from China got under 
way in January 1951. As the 
months passed, the stream of 
missioners escorted to the 
Chinese-Hong Kong border 
swelled. 

On the eve of the Communist 
invasion of South China there 
were 5380 foreign priests, broth- 
ers and sisters working on the 
mainland. By the end of 1951, 
only 3450 remained. During 
the next 12-month period an 
additional 1612 were forced to 
leave. At the end of 1953, a 
mere 723 were still in the coun- 
try. Many of these were in 
jails. 

The processing of missioners 
for expulsion didn’t vary. They 
were accused of espionage, of 
killing infants, of opposing the 
Government because they re- 
fused to acknowledge the Com- 
munist puppet church, or of or- 
ganizing the Legion of Mary. 
One by one the churches of 
these priests were turned into 
granaries, schools or public of- 
fices. Within three years Chou 
En-lai's “freedom of religion” 
had practically reached every 


house of public worship to 
close it. 
The Reds allowed me to live 


in my own house, under a sort

of seml-official arrest. I was 
questioned several times about 
my daily walk to town, but it 
was never forbidden. A mem- 
ber of the secret police followed 
me, so I had to be very circum- 
spect. One day as I walked 
along I passed a group of 
youngsters playing on the side- 
walk. 


“Here is one of our great 
Russian brothers,” one lad 
shouted. 


In no time, apout 50 young- 
sters were following behind me 
shouting and cheering. I waved 
them off and quickly ducked 
down an alley. I'd rather have 
had them hooting “Foreign 
devil” at me.

T Wuchow, I received a little 
A money each month through 

Hong Kong, as much as the 
Reds would allow. It was not 
sufficient for our needs, so we 
began to raise rabbits. I had 
heard about how rabbits multi- 
plied, but when I saw the actual 
increase it was almost incredi- 
ble. We raised so many rabbits 
that we probably helped break 
the market because it suddenly 
collapsed. 

Then we raised hens and sold 
eggs. For our Plymouth Rock 
eggs we could get four times 
the price of the local eggs. The 
Chinese priest living with me 
obtained two turkeys—smaller 
than American turkeys but 
similar in every respect, even 
down to the gobble. Turkey 
eggs caused a great demand. 
We bought more turkeys, and 
soon had a fine business. 

The money was used to sup- 
port the mission, the Chinese 
priest and myself. There was 
not enough to take care of the 
Chinese sisters, so we had to 
start a business for them. 

The sisters were not allowed 
to teach religion, had to take 


off their habit and dress in 
Chinese clothes, and were re- 
stricted to the city. They did 


wear however little medals on 
their jackets, so everyone in 
town knew who they were. 


We started a little towel fac- 
tory, employing 30 people, 15 
of whom were sisters. After it 
was underway the Government 
stepped in. The factory was 
obliged to buy its yarn from the 
Government and sell the Gov- 
ernment all its towels. However, 
the factory enabled the sisters 
to take care of almost all their 
needs. 

The government limited out- 
put and did not allow us to add 
more workers to the list. This 
created a problem because even 
under the Communists we had 
an increase of five sisters and 
more girls wished to enter the 
convent. 

Our large Sacred Heart 
School in Wuchow, and our 
other schools were taken over 
by the Government. The Sacred 
Heart School is pow known as 
Wuchow School No. 3. The 
prime purpose of the school in 
China today is to indoctrinate 
the young in Communism. 

I recall one day looking into 
a classroom. The woman teacher 
of the third grade was instruct- 
ing the children to report to 
school authorities anything said 
at home by parents or relatives 
that was against the Govern- 
ment or the Communist party. 

By reporting such talk they 
would prove their love of their 
country.

culed the Christian students be- 
cause of their belief in God. 
The Catholic people stood firm 
in the face of Communist 
threats. When the Reds tried 
to force them to join an “inde- 
pendent Catholic Church” they 
gave no response. 

The Reds mobilized all the 
power of their propaganda and 
intimidations in this nationwide 
effort to undermine the Cath- 
olic Church. Chou En-lai him- 
self addressed a gathering of 
bishops and priests in Peking to 
force them “as a patriotic duty” 
to join the movement for inde- 
pendence in religion. There 
was no significant defection of 
Catholics from their Church. 

When Chou En-lai told: the 
Bandung conference that there 
was freedom of religion in 
China, he was speaking the 
truth—from the Communistic 
concept which means freedom 
not to have religion. 

The Communist view is not 
our view of truth, and their use 
of terms is not our use of terms. 
Communism is content with 
nothing but complete empire 
over man and his spirit. 

According to the Communists, 
truth is going through an evolu- 
tionary process. What is true 
today, may not be true to- 
morrow. Unless we understand 
ahis denial of the absolute, we 
will never understand the Com- 
munist mind. 

Morality, according to the 
Reds, is in a progressive stage. 
Religion is outdated—only for 
old people who aren't on a par 
with modern day science. There 
is no questioning the fact that 
the Communist Government has 
systematically embarked on a 
program of eliminating Christ- 
ianity from China. Thousands 
of orphanages, hospitals and 
schools have been closed or con- 
fiscated Many priests and 
sisters have been executed, and 
many more are in jail.

He got 
control of his nerves, and after 
about a month returned to Ye- 
unghai, from where he was fi- 
nally expelled. He is now doing 
fine work at the Maryknoll 
mission on Formosa. 

The only mission compound 
not taken from us was the one 
at Watlam. In Pingnam the 
Reds took over our compound 
which included a seminary, a 


church, a rectory, a convent, 
catechist house, and house for 
those who came to. study 
doctrine. 


Out of all these buildings the 
priest for two years was allowed 
one small room in which to live 
with his cook and say mass.

The 
school children were _ given 
books which told them that 
they came from monkeys, and 
that God does not exist.

NE day the entire school 
() was given a terrific tirade 
by the teacher. He built the 
children up toa frenzy. Finally 
he reached the point where he 
raised his fists and shouted: 

“Down with the priest god!” 

All the children raised their 
fists and shouted, “Down with 
the. priest god.” 

“There is no such thing as 
God!” he screamed. 

“There is no such thing as 
God!” screamed the children 
back. 

But all in all, I doubt if the 
Reds will have any success in 
eradicating the faith of the peo- 
ple who already have it. There 
will be some weeding out, but 
the ones who fall away are the 
ones who never lived up to 
their beliefs. Very often the 
indoctrination courses have an 
opposite effect, and strengthen 
the faith of the Christians. 

The Chinese Christians, of 
course, will suffer much for 
their beHefs. Many Christians 
are in forced labor camps be- 
cause they would not compro- 
mise. One of my Chinese 
priests, about five years or- 
dained, was given a life sen- 
tence at forced labor. He is 
an ironmonger. 

I know of another priest 
doing coolie work on a labor 
gang who has 2 large group 
of his fellow prisoners under 
Christian instruction. He has 
already baptized seven or eight 
prisoners. 

The Church has won-dreat 
“face” in China. It is respected 
by the people as never before. 
This is because it has stood 
staunch and firm in the face 
of Communist attack.

Although (to repeat) the con- 
tract was considerably short of 
ideal, it is hard to find any 
valid criticism of the North- 
South bidding. When North 
over-called West's heart bid 
with two no-trump, South 
couldn't be blamed for getting 
slam-minded. So, quite delib- 
erately, he went in for a little 
“partner-trapping’’—i.e., he bid 
only three spades, and then, 
when North thought he was 
putting on the final touch with 
four spades, South made the 
diamond cue-bid as an express 
invitation for North to cue-bid 
hearts if he could. 

West opened the queen of 
hearts, and South could not be 
pleased with what he saw in 
dummy. First and foremost, 
what would he do with his 
losing hearts? Obviously, he 
couldn’t ruff them on the table 
—East would surely overruff. 

South came to a wise con- 
clusion: that if he couldn't run 
the trumps without loss, his 
position was virtually hopeless, 
whereas if he could do so, he 
would make life very unpleas- 
ant for West, who would ob- 
viously be hard pressed for 
discards. So declarer finessed 
to the trump queen, then laid 
down the ace of trumps, and 
when luck crowned this effort 
his prediction soon came true. 
West, on the run of four more 
trumps, was in dire difficulty, 
and parted with two hearts. 
South then led to the heart 
king, threw the diamond queen 
on the ace of clubs, led back to 
his diamond ace and gave West 

a heart trick—then claimed the 
contract.

I REMEMBER A _ TRAIN 
TRIP I made many years ago 
between Atlanta and Warm 
Springs, Ga. I was with my hus- 
band. At one point we were de- 
layed for a long time, and later 
we heard that a white man had 
shot a Negro man on the train. 
Both of us were upset, and we 
asked if the white man had 
been arrested. 

“Oh, no,” we were told, “but 
he might later come up for 
trial.” 

Months later I was driving 
my husband through the coun- 
ty seat near Warm Springs 
when he pointed out to me a 
white man standing on the cor- 
ner near the courthouse, and 
said with a wry smile, “There 
is the man who delayed us so 
long that day on the train. He 
is as free as he ever was, 
though the Negro man is dead.”

I NEVER FORGOT this in- 
cident, but now it has taken on 
added meaning. I know every- 
where in this country we must 
prove that what we say about 
equality before the law for 
every American citizens is a 
reality and not a myth. 

The colored peeples of the 
world, who far outnumber us, 
will watch the Till case with 
interest, and if justice in the 
United States is only for the 
white man and not for the col- 
ored, we will have again played 
into the hands of the Commu- 
nists and strengthened their 
propaganda in Africa and Asia.
